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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the feature "a back 
plate to be secured to the reflector" in claim 1 , lines 4 and 14; and claim 6 features must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered.

3. Claims 1-8 are objected to because the following are examples of terms or 
features which are confusing and unclear: claim 1, lines 4 and 14, it is unclear how "the 
back plate could be secured to the reflector" since such feature is not shown in the 
drawings; line 5, "characterized in that" is unclear; lines 7-8, "a reference plane ... 



surface" are unclear since it is unclear what is the structural relationship between the 
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reference plane and the reflector surface; lines 15-20, the features "reference plane ... 
said reflector" are confusing and unclear. Claims 2-6, line 1, "characterized in that " is 
unclear. Claims 7-8 are unclear as to what exactly being claimed. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 
(19752979). 

Insofar as the claims can be understood, DE (979), Fig. 7 shows a socket for 
holding a lamp 1 , a back plate 22 to be secured to the reflector 20, a main body part 3 
with a reference plane (not labeled) to be brought into contact with a reflector surface, 
sidewall of body part 3 read as the recited means for holding the lamp at one side, a 
resilient annular spring with two upright arms 5a having clicks 5d, any point on the back 
plate engaging with the body read as the recited pressure points. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the annular spring with a force of at least 5N or 10N, since it has been held that 
discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in 
the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

As to claim 2, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the displacement of the clicks by the 
pressure points ranging from 0.5mm - 2mm or 0.8mm to 1 .3mm, since it has been held

that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering 
the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 
USPQ 233. 

As to claim 4, DE (979) shows the socket is formed as an integral part from a 
synthetic resin, to form the socket to be polyamide would have been obvious of 
modification since such change is old and well known in the art. 

S to claim 5, to form the back plate with one or more printed circuit to be 
connected with male terminals would have been obvious of modification since such 
change is old and well known in the art. 

As to claim 6, to provide the back plate with more than one set of pressure points 
would have been obvious of modification since such change would achieve the desire of 
number pressure points. 

As to claims 7-8, the socket and back plate have been addressed above. 

6. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Forish et al., Panl et al., Klaws, Takano, Fitzgerald, Tinder, Weber and Bax are 
cited for disclosure of lamp holder.
